Oct 11.—The 
case against the Cudahy Packing Com¬ 
pany for the violation or the internal 
revenue law* by falling to place stamps 
of proper denomination on package* of 
oleomargarine came to an end In the 
Federal Court here to-day by a com¬ 
promise when the packing company 
was rtued $1t$00 and agreed to pay a 
back tax of $82,777.60. and special tax 
of $10,000 for agencies, making the to¬ 
tal of $97,777.60 to be paid by the pack¬ 
ing company to the Government 

The Cudahy company was Indicted 
by a Federal grand Jury In Topeka In 
April last on 696 counts. Samples of 
oleorimrgurin* had been collected by 
the revenue department from every sec¬ 
tion of tho United State* It wo* al¬ 
leged that the packing company colored 
the oleomargarine, which should have 
subjected the company to a tax of ten 
cents a pound, and that It wa* disposed 
of os the uncolored product upon which 
the revenue Is but a quarter of a 
cent a pound. 

H J. Bon*. United State* District 
Attorney for the Government, produced 
the evidence, and conducted the case 
for the Government. The law provide* 
for a maximum penalty for $1,000 on 
each count, which would have made 
the packing company liable for a max¬ 
imum fine of $695,000 In the event of 
conviction. 

The decree agreed upon to-day 1* "a 
specific penalty In compromlH© of crim¬ 
inal liability." It also provided that 
th© oleomargarine under seizure shall 
t* released "upon being put In legal 
condition."

The 
Indictment contaJncd twenty-nine 
counts, comprising conspiracy to de¬ 
fraud the United Slates Government, 
the making of false entries, and the 
misapplication of the fund* of a na¬ 
tional bank. 

It was charged that Morse, with 
other*, wa* engaged in a pool that wa* 
manipulating th© stock at the American 
Ice Company. A* th© result of this 
pool. United Slates District Attorney 
Stlmson declared Morse and hi* as¬ 
sociate* became possessor* of large 
blocks of ice stock and finally, getting 
near th© end of their resources, went 
to th© National Bank of North Ameri¬ 
ca and secured money to continue the 
speculation.

DISCOUNT RATE RAISED 

BY BANK OF GERMANY. 


Recent Heavy Speculation In Securi¬ 
ties Cauaes An Increase To 
6 PeT Cent. 


Berlin, Oct. 11.—The Imperial Bank 
of Germany to-day raised the rate of 
discount from 4 to 5 per cent 
Herr Harveusteln, president of the 
Imperial Bank. In proposing to the cen¬ 
tral committee an advance in the rate, 
referred to the extraordinary pressure 
at the end of the quarter, w'hlch lie 
attributed chiefly to Intensified activity 
fh speculation In securities on the stock 
exchanges He also remarked that 
banks recently had been expanding 
long-term credits. Tho Immense volume 
of new* stocks and bonds issues this 
year also had tended to narrow the 
money market. 

Herr Havcnateln expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the advance must be a full 1 
per cent. In order to be effective. The 
recent advance had not hnd a full ef¬ 
fect. but he admitted thut the bank* 
had been trying to retard the specu¬ 
lative movement The advance, he 
added, must be Interpreted a* a warn¬ 
ing to curtail cxecaelvc demand for 
credit*. The preaident’e proposal was 
adopted without dissen t.

The sum of ll.WMhOOO is a small oro- 
portlon of Chicago** annual budget, but 
a good deal won be done with $ 1 , 500,000 
If It be Judiciously expended. Thero Is 
hardly a city of uny else In the United 
States that could not sav© money by 
a similar course. In every city there 
are sinecures ami useless office* which 
might easily b© abolished without any 
Injury to the city's business. In fact, 
the conduct of .city affair* would be 
more efficient for the lopping off of 
such dead limber. Municipal payrolls 
all loo frequently ure loaded down with 
incompetent employes who draw sal¬ 
aries out of all proportion to the serv¬ 
ices they ronder. No private corpora 
tion or business firm would tolsrate a 
similar state of affairs for long. En¬ 
terprises that are run on business prin¬ 
ciple* waste no money on Incompetent 
help and expect to get value received 
for the salaries they pay. 

A city** business Is even*body’s busi- 
no*H and therefor© nobody pays any es¬ 
pecial attention to the mariner In which 
It Is carried on—that Is, nobody out¬ 
laid© of the particular official coterie 
which happens to be In control. There 
may be promises of retrenchment ami 
reform when a campaign Is on. but 
these promises ar© easily forgotten and 
the reform effort 1* halting and inef¬ 
fective. Where on© salary Is reduced 
half a do«en afeyValh-ed, and where one 
supernumerary is dismissed a dozen 
others are created. Attempt* at “re¬ 
vision downward** are a* unsatisfactory 
us a Republican tariff bftl and as lit¬ 
tle productive of relief to the taxpayer. 

At a time when so many municipal 
administrations are characterlxed chief¬ 
ly toy waste and "graft" it Is smtUl 
wonder that a large number of cities 
are looking hopefully to government by 
commission. Costly and clumsy meth¬ 
ods of transacting public business ar© 
makipg high tax rates and piling up 
vast flebts for posterity to pay. Econ¬ 
omy is the exception rather than the 
rule In municipal administration*. 
Mayor Burse Is to be commended for 
hi* effort* wlth\he pruning knife. 


The Fluorspar Industry. 

Western Kentucky is wealthy In de¬ 
posits of fluorspar, lead and sine, and 
the district of which Crittenden coun¬ 
ty Is th* center ha* been since 1S96 
one of the largest producers of fluor- 
ytrrt in th© world. According to a 
correspondent of the Evansville Cou¬ 
rier, writing from Marlon. Ky., the 
work uf development is not progressing 
ns rapidly a* should be the case. Ths 
correspondent wriW* 1 
"For a short period the mineral indus¬ 
try of Crittenden has been on tlio wane, 
and for no reason but for the lack of 
-funds to develop the unlimited wealth of 
thq ore belt and to device the cheapest 
may by which the ore can be marketed. 
In *©lher words, let the amount of money 
expended in the development of coal. !n 
Ujilon county alone, be Judiciously ap¬ 
plied lit Orttlehd» , n county and she would 
astonish the world with her wsslfli The 
hofn© people, with few exceptions, ore 
never credited with developing the < »al 
or oil lands, and lust so U Is with the 
Sldorspar Industry The lands of Crftten- 
ilen art rich With lead, sine and fluor¬ 
spar and easily developed, but in most 
i .vte* inaccessible* to the railroad or riv¬ 
er. But money snd brain* could apd 
would soon override and make simple this 
bar to her wealth snd in a few years the 
Stair rev-mw* from Crittenden would 
pass that of any other county." 

Fluorspar Is found in many Stale*, 
but in very taw Instances is It known 
to exist In paying quantities. The 
\Vestern Kentucky district Is com¬ 
posed of the counties of Crittenden, 
caidwell and Livingston, but by far 
th© greater part of the product comes 
from Crittenden county. Deposits 
have been found In other nearby coun¬ 
ties, but there bn* been mi production 
or importance. AcrosMhe Ohio River In 
Illinois the counties of Pope and HarJin 
or© targe producers. Tennessee bus a 
fluorspar district composed uf thre« 
counties; Smith. Trousdale and Wilson. 
There are two small districts in Col¬ 
orado. on© county in Virginia and one 
county in ( Ariioni where it is pro¬ 
duced In limited quantities. 

There does not seem to be any good 
reason why the Industry* should be lan 
gulBhlng In Crittenden county. Thai 
county probably was the first In the 
United States to muk* shipments. 
Fluorspar Is In active demand and 
brings good prices It Is used all over 
th© United Stales In the manufacture 
. of high-grade glass and ©namel and for 
\a variety of other purposes. It is ex¬ 
ported from the Western Kentucky dis¬ 
trict to Canada and Mexico. 

The Kentucky Geological Survey Is¬ 
sued an elaborate report on th© fluor¬ 
spar deposits of Kentucky In 19^. This 
report covered six counties m ^West¬ 
ern Kentucky, and It was declared 
therein that the deposits were prac¬ 
tically Inexhaustible. Lead, xinc and 
calcspar were found to exist In paying 
(fuantitki Deposit* also am found In 
tho Central Kentucky counties of An¬ 
derson. .Bourbon. Boyle, Clark. Henry, 
Fayette. Franklin. Garrard. Jessamine, 
Mercer, Owen, Scott and Woodford.

There is manifest opportunity for 
profitable development of tlie fluorspar 
Industry In Kentucky.

America and the Open Door. 

Whether or not Mr. Crane. our new 
Minister to China, has been sufficiently 
indiscreet to disqualify hlmsdtf for serv¬ 
ice at Pekin 1* a question now at issue In 
Washington. Without discussing that 
question In any way. It may b© **ld 
that the circumstance* of bis being 
called upon the carpet by Secretary 
Knox constitute a most Interesting In¬ 
cident. The question of the “open door" 
Jn Manchuria Is ^tallied by the occur¬ 
rence. It l* stated in the Washington 
dispatches that Mr. Crane Is charged 
with having violated the first of tho 
rules of diplomacy by moktng it public 
that the United Stale© contemplates 
taking Important step* to Interfere 
with the Japanese programme of taking 
over Manchuria lock, stock and barrel, 
in contra volition of her covenants with 
oth#r powers. That Mr. Crane 1* 
charged with having let the cat out of 
the bug is, inferenttally, evidence of 
the existence of the animal, I* the 
United States contemplating such a 
step? That Is the question that Is of 
Importance. 

It Is agreed by *a majority of inves¬ 
tigators who have viewed conditions at 
close range that Japan has flagrantly 
violated tho spirit and letter of the 
Portsmouth treaty, lhat she Is now 
flagrantly violating It. and that her pol¬ 
icy Is to continue flagrantly violating 
It. A majority of the »ta$ -at-home stu¬ 
dents of Aidan affairs ebneede that Ja¬ 
pan has not acted with any great 
amount of sincerity In maintaining the 
"open door.” f/ Thls view Is taken not- 
Wltstandlng the fact that the friendli¬ 
ness of Americans for th© Japanese, 
especially In the East, which publishes 
a majority of the weekly Journals aaJ 
magazine* os well a* a goodly number 
of the newspapers. Inclines American 
opinion favorably toward Japanese en¬ 
terprises. 

The “open door." It is very generally 
admitted, is nothing more than diplo¬ 
matic fiction. 

A correspondent, writing from Muk¬ 
den recently, outlined the situation in 
this way; 

The Japanese Government. which 
marched 1.000,000 men Into Manchuria to 
open thJ door. Is now engaged in employ¬ 
ing all of it* wits to keep the door so 
nearly shut that no one elce can get in 
The Treaty of Portsmouth, the Hay 
agreement and other solemn obligation* 
arc disregarded. All of these thing- are 
known, but aa U 1* Japan and not China 
which Is the offender, the notions look 
the other way and praUnd no* to see.’ 

This correspondent add* that the 
Power that demands of Toklo a clari¬ 
fication bf the Manchurian situation 
must be prepared to back up that de¬ 
mand with "a few score of battleships, 
about 2,000.000 soldiers and $1,000,000.- 
000," because "bluffing will not go—the 
transaction require* n show-down. 

This seems to be a somewhat exag¬ 
gerated view’ of the difficulties that 
would lie in the way of an attempt to 
require Japan to live up to her agree¬ 
ment* with regard to the integrity of 
Chinese territory and non-interference 
with the interests of foreigners In 
Manchuria. It Is hardly conceivable 
that If the United States should inaug¬ 
urate a diplomatic movement looking 
to the clarification of the Manchurian 
situation It would be necessary t* fight 
Japan. It might be. perhaps. If Amer 
lea were forced to proceed In the mat¬ 
ter single-handed and without foreign 
sympathy, but Inasmuch as other |>ow 
ers have an Interest In maintaining (ho 
"open door" and the Integrity of China, 
and inasmuch as Japan's fiscal condi¬ 
tion Is -such that war would be the 
greatest of catastrophes to her at this 
time. It docs not seem reasonable to 
believe that a "show-doWn" would be 
necessary. A mere "show up" through 
diplomatic channels of the conditions 
so much discussed in the press, in pc* 
rlodtcals find lb book* upon the Fur 
Eastern situation, would doubtless be 


sufficient to cause Japan to modify her 
Manchurian policy. In other words. If 
the diplomatic fiction were dropped and 
Japan diplomatically requested to re¬ 
fresh her memory as to the rssentlal 
points In her agreements, avoidance of 
war would doubtless be more deslr- 
ablo in her present financial straits 
than retaining tier grip upon territory 
to which she has no tit I?, and upon 
a monopoly of trade against which she 
stands committed. 

It seem* quit© plain that Japan’s pro¬ 
gramme includes the evontual absorp¬ 
tion of Manchuria as well as Korea, In 
a territorial sense, us well as in the 
matter of commercial exploitation. 
When Great Britain, by her consent. In¬ 
dorsed the attitude of the Japanese in 
the recent dispute with China In regard 
to the construction of railways In Man¬ 
churia, the Japanese policy of exploita¬ 
tion and absorption way given consid¬ 
erable Impetus. But the friendly rela¬ 
tions of Great Britain with America 
would probably have more weight than 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, which Is 
most unpopular with the British peo¬ 
ple, if a serious attempt should be made 
by this Government to draw the atten¬ 
tion of Japan to her failure to keep the 
open door pledge^ in mind. 

It 1* assumed In some quarters that 
the Absorption of Manchuria by Jupan 
as it affects the Interests of Occi¬ 
dental powers, merely a choice of evil*, 
because Manchuria Is destined to fail 
either to Russia or Japan. If the in¬ 
tegrity of the Chinese Empire I* to be 
maintained by the authority of the 
various armed nations It Is hardly more 
reasonable to alio* Japun to gobble 
Manchuria, to keep Russia from ret¬ 
ting a foothold there, than It would be 
to allow Germany or Great Britain to 
cut off a slice of Eastern or Southern 
China lest Japan or some other enter¬ 
prising nation should do so. The ques¬ 
tion Is not whether It Is practicable for 
the Powers to prevent the Japanese 
from disregarding the Portsmouth 
Treaty and the Hay agreement, but 
whether It devolves upon the United 
States to take the Initiative in such 
movement to maintain Its Chinese 
policy. To judge from tho Washing¬ 
ton dispatches regarding the recall of 
Mr. Crane to Washington, there is nt 
least some ground for the belief that a 
decisive move of this sort ha* been seri¬ 
ously discussed by this Government. 

Simultaneously with the conference 
between Mr. Crane and hU superior 
comes the announcement from T6k!o 
that the Chinese have Inaugurated a 
new boycott against the Japanese. 
What Is more reasonable than that 
China, as a last resort, should fall back 
upon het only resource—passive resist¬ 
ance? It Is said by the Toklo corre¬ 
spondent of th© Associated Press that 
circular* scattered broacast by the Chi¬ 
nese call attention to the weakness of 
China and the "insulting aggression of 
Japan,*’ and charge the Japanese with 

enslaving loborers and mistreating 

» 

women along tho line of the Antung- 
Mukden railroad. 

Some weeks ago. when China*# effort 
to Interest the Powers In her side of 
the argument In the Mancburlan rail¬ 
way dispute had resulted in failure, the 
Toklo cablegrams were to the effect 
that an agreement had been reached 
between China and Japan upon terms 
so satisfactory to China that greatly In¬ 
creased friendliness between tho two 
peoples had developed. The announce¬ 
ment or the approaching love feast wa* 
made from Toklo upon the ©am© day 
that contradictory telegram* were sent 
out from Pekin. The Courier-Journal 
at that time commented upon the dis¬ 
crepancy In the testimony from the cor 
respondents at the Chinese and Japa¬ 
nese capitals, venturing the assertion 
that the correspondent at Toklo had 
been Imposed upon by Japanes©- anx¬ 
ious to crcato In foreign countries the 
Impression that China recognized the 
Justice and fairness-of the Japanese 
position. The announcement of the 
Chinese boycott, and the tenor of the 
circulars through which the boycott 
Is called Into existence, surely bear out 
this view of the situation. % 

To anyone who reads the terms of 
the treaty with regard to the "Improve¬ 
ment” of the Antung-Mukden railroad 
treaty dictated by an armed nation 
and signed by an unarmed government 
—there Is not mystery about th© atti¬ 
tude of the Chinese as manifested in 
th© boycott circulars. 

Let us look at th© provisions of this 
document, which Is likely to be the 
subject of much discussion, and may 
perhaps become historic: 

China agrees: 

"Not to construct the Usinmintun-Fak- 
umen railroad without consulting Jnpan. 
In the event that the Kirin railroad is 
extended to the Korean border half the 
capital required will he borrowed from 
Japan. Japan is to have the right to 
work the mines in the Fushun ami Yen 
tain districts. Japan will construct the 
extension of the Ylnkow railroad. There 
snail be a Join* exploitation of the mi nee 
the /ones reached by the Manchurian 
and Antung-Mukden railroad lines. Chinn 
*grc«« to open four trade marts in the 
Chientao dlstriH, between Korea and 
Manchuria; the Korenn^ivltig (here shall 
be under the Jurisdiction of Japan, except 
that China shall have (hr sight to hold 
court In c n ees coiling for tho infliction of 
the death penalty. China agrees that 
Japan move th© station of th© South 
Manchurian railroad to Mukden " 

Japan. In consideration of ttieee 
concessions, tmrees: 

"To recognise Chinese sovereignty in 
the Chientao district. That the terminus 
of the Hrinmlutun railroad to Mukden. To 
indemnify 6wn©r* of Fushun ami Yental 
mines" 

It will he recalled by persons who 
ftitereaird themselves In tho discussion 
of this matter between Pekin and To¬ 
klo thut the Jepanes© declined to dis¬ 
cuss the question of the elimination of 
the railroad zone* or the policing of the 
Antung-Mukden lines, virtually the 
maintenance of a military zone In Chi¬ 
nese territory.

N’aalivin© is reaping as she has sown. 
Prohibition laws are liyffcctlvo be¬ 
cause thov do not represent th© senti¬ 
ment* of Those who make their enactr 
ment possible. Quit© frequently the 
voter who is a prohibitionist doe* 
not look upon th© proposed law as one 
that will affect his personal habits. Ht? 
takrs a paternal Interest In the other 
fellow's moral, financial and physical 
welfare. It Is for the benefit of the 
weaker brother that ht would see the 
law' passed. The strength of prohibi¬ 
tion is mad© up of various elements 
that for various reasons find it politic 
to champion It. A Kentucky editor 
known to be somewhat liberal in his 
personal views "came out for prohibi¬ 
tion,” and has since written heatedly 
now and then upon ths subject. The 
explanation of his attitude, mod© 
by his intimates. Is that he writes 
prohibition article whenever hi© 
wife insists. He decided that a* 
one of a husband’s dutlea to his wife 
la to keep her In a good humor no hus¬ 
band should hesitate, If it becomes 
necessary, to sacrifice private principle 
and reverse the policy of a newspaper 
to satisfy the demands of the club to 
w'hlch site belongs. 

Laws based upon hypoerUy fail, be¬ 
cause they do not reflect public opinion, 
A republican form of government is a 
government by public opinion. Wher¬ 
ever a prohibition law refleois the actual 
sentiment of the citizens that law may 
be enforced, and not otherwise. In Nash¬ 
ville. apparently, the vociferous min¬ 
ority demanding that no whisky be sold 
butt heads against a silent majority 
that desire* the traffic to continue. It 
Is not an Indorsement of lawlessness, 
but merely an explanation, to point out 
this patent facL The Courier- 
Journal. although not a prohibitionist 
nor an anarchist of any sort, by con¬ 
viction, takas no pleasure In seeing the 
law* violated in Nashville, but It can 
have no more respect for a bloody- 
minded orator who advocates bloodshed 
In the Interest of prohibition than for 
th© "bootlegger** who sells liquid poison 
Illicitly to the Innocents under the 
guardianship of Prof Dyer and Prof. 
Webb. 

It may b© said in passing, however, 
that th© bloody mindedness of the dis¬ 
tinguished teachers of Tennessee Is 
hardly more Indefensible than the an¬ 
archy of the Alabama LegUlature 
which passed the Fuller bill to subject 
the people of that State to continued 
unwarrantable search and seizure In 
the discretion of policemen and poli¬ 
tician*. Prohibition, being & form of 
Insanity to begin with. Inevitably 
causes Its High Priests to cut queer 
c*p©r*.

“Th© Wolf/ presented by 
a capable company and quite handsome¬ 
ly staged. 

Person# who have taken note of the Im¬ 
pression Mr. Walter ha* mad© a* a 
dramatist will find “Th© Wolf" Interest¬ 
ing as showing how hi* dimensions have 
expanded with the passing of time “The 
Wolf* wa# written before "Paid In Full." 
u play In which there 1# a great deal of 
vitality. tom« novelty and no llttl© reality, 
deeplte the fact that the problem solved 
upon the stag© la artificial, unless we ac¬ 
cept Joseph Brooks as an Individual and 
not as a type. 

"The Wolf ts. In a word, a story of how 
a professional wrecker of women's lives 
met his Waterloo In the wood* of Caaadu. 
which he penetrated a* a civil engineer, 
proposing there to continue following his 
natural bent, and not raking into account 
the dlfftrence between th© difficulties en¬ 
countered in primitive communities by 
the lady killer whose primrose path-has 
led chiefly through the highways and by¬ 
ways where the population Is. to quote 
the phrases of the Tenneraee’s partner 
"effete." Saying that William McDonald’s 
operations as a wreck** were confined 
rhtofiv to urban environment is not for¬ 
getting that he had had one adventar© 
In Canada, before seeking the adventure 
he sets out upon in the play. He had 
loved, and lost In the slung sense of the 
term, a half-breed Canadian—a cross be¬ 
tween French and OJibway stock. His 
desertion of the woman was followed by 
her self slaughter. McDonald turn* up 
again In Canada. This lithe he meets 
tho beautiful and guileless daughter of a 
crack-brained Scotchman, who has been 
a misogynist since his Swedish wife ran 
away with another man. McTavfsh Is the 
sort of min any sensible woman would 
run away from with any man who hap¬ 
pened alcng. but bemg an opinionated, 
rather thick-headed Individual he be¬ 
lieves that the fault wa* the lightness of 
the lady «o he spends eighteen years 
bullying Hilda, the daughter left with 
nlm by hla recreant Ilf© partner, and we 
find Hilda. In the first set. thoroughly 
cowed, yet looking out of the corner of 
her eye for an exit from a home in which 
uo girl could be expected to be content. 
She has. Iti fact, inherited the ^lght to 
leave McTavlsh. who is apparently at 
large because cf the laxity of the lunacy 
laws in the timbered sections of Canada, 
and possibly a dearth of asylums. 

Hilda Is loved ^honest) 4 by Jules B«au- 
bicn. who. It develop*, is the half-brother 
of the first Canadian victim of McDon¬ 
ald’s machination*. Hhe is honestly ad¬ 
mired by George Huntley, a decently 
flippant, slung young engineer osaisUng 
McDonald. She Is sighted and selected as 
j victim by the villain, McDonald. And 
what a vfillan that man Is! The other 
characters, except McTavlsh. who Is not 
mentally responsible and comes under 
neither classification, sre cut out under 
the Immutable cannons of melodrama, 
which provide that when persons are good 
they are very, very good nnd when they’re 
had they're horrid. 

Reaubleu tells McDonald that he will 


not live to return to the United States 
If he attempt* to add Hilda to tho Ust 
©f the wrecked women whose graves and 
dlHgrace* dot his devious pathway. He 
Inform* his brother-'.n-iaw, the French¬ 
man whose honor has been unavenged 
for some years, that while he. B u a’ib.cn. 
will take the first crack at McDonald, 
Batiste, the brother-in-law. must do the 
killing if he fail©. While that would lojk 
like a rather raw frame-up in the ca#« 
of an ordinarily villainous person, Mc¬ 
Donald's double-dyed villainy is such that 
the audience rests a caressing ©ye upon 
th© muzzle-loading shotgun that Is Ba¬ 
tiste'* companion, and heaves a sigh of 
ri lief, secure and serene In the knowledge 
that either th© shotgun or tleaublen's 
knife will do the work. 

Th© action takes place in z day In 
the first act Hilda Is bullied by McTav¬ 
lsh and beguiled by McDonald, while 
Reaubien give# McDonald to understand 
that h© is ht* enemy. In the second act 
Huntley give* McDonald the tip that h© 
too is for Hilda, heart and soul. Job or 
no Job, and warn# him to beware of 
consequences. McDonald merely smiles 
the sardonic smile of complete wicked¬ 
ness. He tells McTavlsh that he Is *n 
elderly and somewhat fatherly bachelor 
and has a good Scotch mother In New 
York. He Is going to take Hilda to his 
mother to thst she may be removed from 
the temptation that will spring up hero 
and there when the railroad Is completed

Into the virgin forest. McTavUh agrees.

A Job on the 
nose, he says, would settle that sort of 
thing in Nrw York. 

Hilda, iluntley and Batiste leave in a 
canoe, and Beaubien remain* to allow Me. 
Donald to catch up with him, first im¬ 
pressing It upon Batiste that h© 'must 
come back for McDonald In th© event ot 
his fblltir© to finish him. This seen© ts a 
beautifully staged picture of th© Cana¬ 
dian woods, snd wolves ar© heard howl¬ 
ing In the distance. McDonald comes 
down a hill snd attempts to nhoot Beau* 
blen without giving him a chance. Beat:- 
blen falls behind a log. When McDonald 
lean* over the prostrate form of the man 
he thinks he has murdered, the French¬ 
man springs up with the agility of a 
panther and a fight with knives begins. 
It Is a good fight In the dark, oro! the 
audience I* thrilled to the core by th© 
straggle thst finally ends In &*•»':i*oln 
knifing his antagonist In * vital spot Tlu 
victor ©trikes a match. The audience s-en 
which man won. Th© curtain fails ur*”i 
a play applauded to the coho, for nearly 
everyon© like* to se© virtue triumph and 
the wicked ro^t their Waterloo. Th© pi*y 
1# of the good old orfltoddx type. Intro-* 
during the rather tearful heroine who is 
unsullied and unsophisticated: the I 
les* young lover and the conscienceless 
villain. It depart* from the beaten paths 
geographically, going Into more northern 
latitudes than most of the melodrama 
presented on th© American stage. 

If the play 1* not up to Mr Walter's 
best work a gt>od deal nuv be said in be¬ 
half of the production and th© cast. M©. 
rlan Pollock Johnson makes a decidedly 
pretty Swedish-looking Hilda, and gets 
out of her role all there la in It. Jack 
Deverenux. ss Huntley, vitalize* a real 
Ilf© character in a manner that leaves 
nothing to be desired. Beaubtrn I* w©U 
portrayed by Carl Anthony. Joseph Grean© 
toko* good car© of to© character of Mi- 
Tavlsh, and the small part of Batiste Le-

KNOX MAINTAINS SILENCE. 


Washington. Oct. 11. — To-morrow 
probably will so© the determination of 
the question whether Charlen R. Oran© 
will be requested to resign hi* recently 
acquired office of * Minister of the 
United States to China or will be per¬ 
mitted to resume In that capacity his 
Journey to Pekin, whither he was al¬ 
most in the act of saljlng from San 
Francisco when peremptorily sum' 
moned by Secretary of Stale Knox to 
return forthwith to Washington and ex¬ 
plain his aMeged responsibility for the 
disclosure In a newspaper dispatch of 1 
supposedly confidential Information 1 
about the attitude of the United State* 
about the new treaty between Japan 
and China. 

Sepulchral silence shrouded the situ¬ 
ation all day to-day; Secretary Knox 
was practically Inaccessible; oilier 
State Department officials disclaimed 
any knowledge of the state of affairs, 
Mr. Crane himself was virtually dumb. 
Notwilstandlng the general expecta¬ 
tion that ho would have a decisive con¬ 
ference at noon with the Secretary lie 
did not call at the department, nor. 
so far &s can tic learned, did he have 
any conference with Mr. Knox at his 
home.

It came at last to be believed that 
the whole business has been referred 
l*y Secretary Knox to President Taft, 
who was at Lo* Angeles to-day; it 
was supposed, in fact, that telegrams 
had been sent to the President last 
night after the extended conference at 
Secretary Knox's house, which followed 
almost Immediately upon Mr. Crane's 
arrival here from San Francisco. It 
Is assumed also that Mr. Knox Informed 
the President of ail the material facts 
In Mr. Crane's case, together with his 
own views upon the subject. 

All the Indications to-night pointed 
In this direction and the matter Is ex¬ 
pected to remain In statu quo pending 
receipt of advices from the President, 
who. It must be remembered, is. In the 
last analysis, the official superior of 
both the Secretary of State and the 
Minister to China. The Intervtew at 
Mr. Knox's house last night, in which 
participated Mr Knox. Mr. Crane and 
William M Hoyt, special counsel of 
the department. Is believed to have re¬ 
sulted In a clear understanding with 
respect to Mr. Crane's connection with 
the publication whose disclosures the 
State Department officials so strongly 
deprecated. 

• • * 

The Point To Be Considered. 


There remains, apparently, the ques¬ 
tion whether Mr. Crane's diplomats 
discretion has suffered so great an In¬ 
jury In the estimate of officials under 
whom his delicate mission at China 
would be performed as to destroy his 
usefulness there. 

Whatever may be the outcome In Mr. 
Crane's case, it is felt at the depart¬ 
ment that the Interest* of this Gov¬ 
ernment In China are for the Interim 
In excellent hands, Mr. Fletcher, the 
charge now id command there, having 
on several occasions demonstrated his 
capacity for good work. 

There Is, of course, a vast deal of dis¬ 
cussion here incidental to the Crane in¬ 
cident. regarding the possible effect 
upon the relations, especially of tho 
United States and Japan, of the pre¬ 
mature announcement of a possible 
protest of this Government against the 
material concessions, whidh lt\ the new 
treaties China has given to Japan in 
Manchuria. Involving as the State De¬ 
partment Is said to view them, con- 
travontlon of both the "open-door pol¬ 
icy" and the declaration^ made by Ja¬ 
pan In the Portsmouth treaty with Rus¬ 
sia, as to noninterference with Chi¬ 
nese development In Manchuria.

PRINCE ITO EXPLAINS. 

His Trip To Manchuria Has No Polit¬ 
ical Significance. 

Tokio, Oct. 11.—Prince Ito. speaking 
at a dinner given to-day by Premier 
Katsura to the members of the Inter¬ 
national Press Association of Japan at 
which fifty-five of the leading newspa¬ 
per men of the empire were present, 
said that the tour of Manchuria he Is 
about to make was undertaken entirely 
on his Initiative. 

He desired to investigate conditions 
there for himself. This occasion, he 
said, afforded him on opportunity to 
declare that his tour was entirely with¬ 
out political significance. 

Premier Katsura’s guests of honor 
Included Prince Ito. Baron Komura. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Count 
Okuxo. 

Taft Declines To Talk. 

Los Angeles. Oct. 11.—President Taft 
to-day declined to discuss the reporta 
from Washington that Char I as R. 
Crane, recently appointed Minister to 
China, may be requested to resign as a 
result of certain utterances. The Pres¬ 
ident, It Is said, ha* adopted the policy 
of leaving diplomatic matters entirely 
In the hands of Secretary Knox. 


THREE MEN 


ARRESTED ON CHARGE OF BUY¬ 
ING CERTIFICATES. 


Police Officer* Decline To Give Defi¬ 
nite Information Relative 
To the Cases. 


Students of the situation pointed out 
to-day that there could arise no conflict 
with Japan in this matter, since there 
was no thought of any protest by the 
United States atone. If made at all It 
would be in conjunction with the other 
leading Power* interested In the Chi¬ 
nese future. In such an event It would 
be unlikely, they argued, that China 
would b© averse to a recasting of the**

It Is believed in diplomat¬ 
ic circles that the Crane matter Is of 
no serious moment as affecting any In - 
tsrn.itlon.il question, save a« the dis¬ 
closures referred to may have prema¬ 
turely "showed tho hand" of the State 
Department In the matter of these 
treaties The matter is generally re¬ 
garded as one chiefly personal to Mr 
Crane and embodying utmost exclusive¬ 
ly tho question whether he has exhib¬ 
ited a gjlack of discretion which In the 
eyes of the diplomatic world is u first 
essential in the representative of a 
great. Government at such a center of 
international Interest as the capital of 
China.

Expects To Go To Chicago. 

Mr. Crane returned to his hotel 
shortly before midnight, after spending 
the evening In company with Walter 
1,, Fisher, of Chicago.! president of the 
City Club of that city. Mr. Crane de¬ 
clared that nothing had occurred dur¬ 
ing the day to alter his plan* for sail¬ 
ing on the Korea for Pekin on th© 20th. 
and that he fully expected to do so. 

A doxen or more newspaper corre¬ 
spondents were at the hotel to meet 
Mr. Crane to-night. Ho greeted them 
with marked cordiality, asking at the 
same time If they had any news to Im¬ 
part to him, and stating that he had 
heard none himself. Mr. Crane slated 
that he had not seen Secretary of State 
Knox nor any other Government of¬ 
ficial regarding his case during the 
evening.

OUTGROWTH OF RECENT REVO¬ 
LUTION IN SPAIN. 


THREATS OF ANOTHER UPRIS¬ 
ING ARE MADE. 


ALL EUROPE IS AGITATED. 


Madrid. Oct. li.—Francisco Ferrer, 
the former director of th© modern 
school at Barcelona, who has been on 
trial at that city on th© charge of hav¬ 
ing been the principal Instigator of th© 
recent revolutionary* movement, has 
been sentenced to death. He will be 
©hot Wednesday night unless his sen¬ 
tence Is countermanded. 


Francisco Ferrer, who has been 
charged by the Spanish Government 
with being u notorious anarchist, was 
arrested September X and was accused 
Uy responsible tor th© 
serious rioting In Barcelona shortly be¬ 
fore that U&tt'. In 1906 h© was arrested 
Htnl charged with complicity with 
Manuel Morales in an attempt upon 
King Alfonso's life at the time of the 
King’s marriage. His trial, however, 
resulted In acquittal. 

Ferrer's recent arrest caused a great 
deal of agitation not only In Spain but 
In harts of France and Italy as well. A 
workingmen’s meeting in which the po¬ 
lice said there were many anarchists 
was held in Purls and pamphlets were 
distributed containing violent denuncia¬ 
tions or the Spanish Government. Later 
the Spanish Embassy In Paris was 
stoned. At Rome the workmen threaten 
to stop work Tuesduy in protest against 
Ferrer’s trial and conviction. 

During th© course of the hearing 
many Incriminating document© were 
submitted Uy the presiding judge, who 
conducted the preliminary investigation. 
The*** related to a proclamation of a 
Spanish republic and to other revolu¬ 
tionary* movements. Ferrer himself was 
not permitted to testify, and most of th© 
e vidence consisted of deposition* taken 
previously, which the prosecutor road. 
Ferrer's counsel declared that his client 
was the victim of hate on the part of 
the conservatives. 

Court la Divided. 

Barcelona, via Cerbere. France. OcL 
U.—The court-martial in the case of 
Be nor Ferrer was divided in the verdict, 
some of the members absolutely oppos¬ 
ing the death sentence. Ferrer was 
transferred to Montjulch under heavy 
escort and he la being kept In the 
closest confinement. His transfer to th© 
fortress is said to have been due to fear 
on the part of the authorities that a 
rescue might be attempted.

NOT EVEN ON RIVER TRIP 

Will President Taft Be Allowed To 
Avoid Banquet Table. 

New Orleans. La.. Oct. 11.—President 
Taft will not even escape the banquet 
table while he Is aboard ship on route 
from 9t. Louis to New Orleans, accord¬ 
ing to a portion of the programme an¬ 
nounced her© to-night, following* con¬ 
ference between W. E. Sounder*, of St. 
Louis, secretary of th© Lakes-to-the- 
Oulf Deep Waterway Association, and 
representative* of the New Orleans 
Progressive Union. 

President Taft will leave St. Louis on 
the afternoon of October 25 on the 
Oleander, the other boats strung out 
behind. On the first night out he will 
be requested to go aboard the boat 
which will Dear the Governors of twen¬ 
ty-five or more State*, and following 
the transfer, he will be the guest of 
honor at a banquet given by the Gov¬ 
ernors. The next night he will he al¬ 
lowed to rest, but the third night out 
the boat bearing a hundred or more 
Senators and Representatives In Con¬ 
gress will signal the Oleander and again 
the President will be requested to 
change boats and aft©nd a banquet. So 
far these are the only aboard-ship ban¬ 
quets scheduled between St. Louis and 
New Orleans. 

It was also announced to-night. Just 
before Mr. Saunders' departure for St. 
Louis, that Gifford Plnchot had accepted 
an Invitation to addrese tl\e convention. 
The addresses of President Taft. Secre¬ 
tary of War Dickinson and Mr. Plnchot 
will be the principal ones delivered at 
the convention, according to the pro¬ 
gramme as it now stands.

COUBT OF APPEALS HEARS 
ARGUMENTS AT FRANKPORT. 


DEMOCRATS CLAIM NO PROOF 
OF FRAUD SHOWN. 


DECISION EXPECTED SOON. 


Frankfort. Ky„ Oct. 11.—(Special.)— 
Arguments In the contested election for 
Mayor of Lexington, held In 1907. was 
heard before the Court of Appeals, on 
appeal of the Democrats from Judge 
Watta Parker’s decision that no election 
was held. On the face of the returns 
John Skaln, Democrat, received some 
600 majority of votes over W. R. Mil- 
ward. Republican, but Judge Parker 
held that by reason of fraud and Intimi¬ 
dation the election was void. 

At the conclusion of the argument to¬ 
day the Court of Appeals took the case 
under advisement, and It Is expected 
that It will band down Us decision soon.

As a result*^ the arguments before 
the court to-day. the Democrats who 
cam* over from Lexington to hear the 
arguments are jubilant, for they feel 
that no case has been made out by the 
Republican attorneys. Repeated inquiry 
from the appellate bench was necessary 
to bring out points which appealed to 
the judges as being materially relevant 
It seemed, and which counsel for the 
Republicans were none too anxious to 
have assume the prominence that their 
importance seemed to warrant.

GETS COLD RECEPTION 


L. AND N. EMPLOYES SHOUT FOR 
W. O. HEAD. 


W. MARSHALL BULLITT HAS 
EVEN POORER SUCCESS. 


2,000 MEN AT THE MEETING. 


When Mayor James F. Oiinstead 
tried to tell between 2,000 and 2,500 
men employed in the shops of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad In 
South Louisville what good he was do¬ 
ing at the city hail and what he had 
done he was interrupted so much by 
shouts for W. O. Head, the Democratic 
nominee, that he got real downhearted, 
ills enthusiasm was *o lacking that 
persons standing Within a dozen feet 
of him could scarcely hear what he wa* 
saying. The meeting seemed so much 
like a rally, for Head and the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket that hope of getting a 
hundred or two of votes seemed en¬ 
tirely lost and the Mayor was moved 
to say: 

"I don’t care who you vole for, but 
1 would like to do the talking 

But even after this palhetiic apjteal 
his audience mode the Mir ring with 
hearty about* of approval for Head. 
He tried to tell his audience that he 
didn’t have a dollar Invested In the 
stroel railway, tu any telephone com¬ 
pany or other public utility, but for the 
exception of a limited few In front of 
him he was unheard. 

When William Marvh^ll Bullitt arose 
to speak the men wouldn't let him get 
In a word edgewise. He tried, but he 
possibly could noi hear his own voice 
In the face of the ringing shouts for 
Head. \ 

Mr. Bullitt Fpoke out at the L. and 
N. shops two years ago, and no speukor 
was ever accorded a wanner recep¬ 
tion. Yesterday there was an entire 
•'reversal of form,” according to one of 
the men present, 

“They turned him down cold.” said 
one of the men last night. *1 did be¬ 
lieve that they would listen to both 
of the speakers, but I certainly missed 
my guess.” 

One of them yelled to Mr. BullUt to 
take his collar oft, but In view of the 
chilly day he didn’t seem to consider 
this a wise suggestion and didn’t heed 
It Probably he thought that it 
wouldn’t do any good, anyway. 

There *ere at least 2.0Q0 men at the 
meeting and estimates place it at any* 
where from 600 lo 1.000 more than this 
number. There are about 3,1»0u men 
employed at the shops now and there 
were \«ry few outside of the machine 
shops shortly after the noon hour yes¬ 
terday. It seemed us If there had been 
a concentrated movement among the 
men of the various shops to give the 
Republicans such a reception that they 
would not care to return. 

Practically every person employed In 
the shop* Is a voter, and It is said that 
there is no doubt that Mr. Head will 
get a big majority of the votes from 
there next month. Mr Head himsetr 
will sp?ak there to-day at noon.

of the Christian name. Philip, and went 
to the office of Mr. Goode, armed with a 
walking dick which he hr.»ke *»ver Mr. 
Goode’s head. Mr. Goode and Eustace 
L. Williams, who left the editor's office 
soon after Oeq. Johnston entered, were 
the witnesses heard by the Grand Jury 
yesterday.

The second count 
In the Indictment accuses her of know¬ 
ingly having received the same prop¬ 
erty.

All effort* of the officials of the Flor¬ 
ida East Coast railroad here to get into 
communication with the men at work 
on the road's extension on the keys of 
the extreme southern peninsula have 
been in vain. Between 3.500 and 8.000 
workmen are employed on the construc¬ 
tion work on the lower keys, where 
there is slight opportunity for protec¬ 
tion from the fury of the storm. 

Gravest fears are entertained for the 
safety of these men, th* apprehension 
being intensified by recollections of the 
hurricane of 1906. when 140 men lost 
their live* and Incalculable damage to 
property was done in that section. 

It Is said Chat th* construction camps 
are better fortified now' and It Is known 
that the engineers on the work have 
been preparing for a big blow for a 
number of days past. In spite of this, 
however, the exposed location of the 
railroad, which skirts the very brink of 
the ocean, stretches of the massive con¬ 
crete columns even being out of sighl 
of land, leads to grave concern for the 
safety of the workmen. 

WARNING RESCINDED. 

Welcome Message Received At Mo¬ 
bile From Washington. 

Mobile. Ala.. Oct. 11—Local Fore¬ 
caster Ashenberger, at 9:30 o'clock to¬ 
night received the following message 
from Washington; 

"Down hurricane warning. 10 o’clock 
p. in.. Mobile. Pensacola. Panama City, 
Apalachicola. Carrabelle, Cedar Keyes. I 
Rockwell. Tampa, Punta Oorda, Puntn ; 
Itaasa. Key West. Storm centered | 
southeast Florida, moving northeast. 
Apparently no further danger on the 
gulf coast.” 

Although not the slightest Indications 
of an approaching hurricane had been ! 
noted here, there tvas much apprehen¬ 
sion and the news that the Weather Bu¬ 
reau had ordered the hurricane warn¬ 
ings for all gulf points rescinded was 
welcome Information to the residents of 
this city. Forecaster Ashenbergcr stat¬ 
ed to-night that the maximum wind 
velocity this morning was seventy-six 
miles an hour, and that thirteen Inches 
feil there within the past twenty-four 
hours.

"Mr. Head. We are for you for Mayor 
and our husbands are going to vote for 
you, too.” 

Thin Aeemed to give the speaker re¬ 
newed energy and vim and he ham¬ 
mered away atnid great applause for 
thirty minutes or more.

It was brought out that both 
Jim Terry and Dave McQueen, alias 
“Greasy,” the two negroes who are being 
looked for. both fired on Mr. Yandell, 
nnd that he said Just before his death 
" Greasy' shot me. hut get Jim Terry, 
too.** The verdict of the coroner's Jury 
was that Yandell was killed by shots 
fired by McQueen and Terry.

In hts speech, aroused by what 
h© declared to be Hearkt’s breach of 
faith In repudiating him. challenged 
the editor to meet him In Joint debate 
on the Issue* of th© campaign.

Demands Open Fight 



*'I want fair play above all in this 
contest,** said Judge Gaynor. “The 
open enemy I honor, but I despise the 
enemy that sit* back, a* editor or oth¬ 
erwise. pretending to be your friend, 
when he is only smiling while he buries 
ht* dagger In your ribs. The yellow 
comes out of a man If it is In him. Bo 
I say. let u» have It out-In the open. 
Mr. HsarsL” 

William M. Ivins, who waa the Re¬ 
publican candidate for Mayor four 
year* ago. took an Important part In 
th* Hearst meeting. In fact. It was 
Ivin# who made th© bitterest attack 
upon Gaynor Among other thing* he 
said that Justice Gaynor had partici¬ 
pated In a conference at a hotel In this 
city In which h© advised State Sensdor 
Patrick H McCarren and a man whom 
Ivin# described a* a “lobbyist," that 
the anti-facetrack gambling law a* 
passed by the Legislature In this State 
was unconstitutional. 

I%1ns said that h© was aware of the 
personal risk in making such a state¬ 
ment In that Justice Gaynor 1* etlll 
on th© bench.

Call# Gaynor a Demagogue. 

"William J Gaynor." he continued, 
“has a judicial history of demagogic 
and political trickery And as to the 
statement# that I Han© Just made, he 
must sith©r get off the b©nch or he w ill 
have his opportunity of having me de¬ 
barred.

School Trustees To Enforce 
Judgment of Courts. 


Fake $1.75 Tax Rate Ex¬ 
ploded by Action. 


Mayor and City Hall Crowd's 
Attitude Scored. 


PUBLIC WILL PAY THE BILL. 


The School Board, at It* tpvclal *l>*- 
Mon la*t night to consider what action 
it ahould take relative to the refusal of 
Mayor Urlnstead to give the educa¬ 
tional branch of tho government the 
$32,000 out of which It was short- 
chang 'd by the General Council at the 
time of making tho last levy, instruct¬ 
ed it* attorney* to go into court ana 
compel a 2 -cent levy from tho Gen¬ 
eral Council at once. The time for the 
collection of this levy wo* left by the 
trustee* to the discretion of the attor¬ 
ney* representing the board. If the 
attorney* believe that more money will 
bo gained for tho educational branch 
of the government they will a*k Judge 
Shackelford Miller to authorize in hi* 
mandamus compelling tho levy that the 
collection bo postponed until the time 
of sendiag out the next tux bill* Ir. 
January. If the attorneys, on the other 
hand, think that the board will real¬ 
ize more money by forcing a collec¬ 
tion at onco along with the levy, they 
have full power to take this step un¬ 
der tho resolution passed Iasi night, 
which establishes the method of pro¬ 
cedure. 

The paasing.of the resolution explode* 
tho cry of lower taxes on the part of 
Mayor Grlnstead. It riddles his claim 
of a levy of $1.75. Although that 
amount was fixed by the Genera! Coun¬ 
cil the Court of Appeals has stepped 
In and announced that the levy was 
made at the expense of the education 
of tho children of Louisville. The levy 
was only possible by the failure on the 
part of the city hall crowd to live up 
to the law and give to the schools the 
amount of money fixed by the statute* 
of the Commonwealth. In order to make 
a grandstand showing the Grtnatead 
administration picked out the School 
JSoard a* an easy victim. Lust night 
the supposeuiy helpless board walloped 
the city hull officials b> voting to fore* 
the levy. Although the taxpayer* es¬ 
caped paying a higher levy this year. 
It will now be necessary to pay more 
next year to make up the deficit.

Vote I* Unanimous. 


I It better and more prudent to await 
collection until later. 1 am going to 
Vote for a levy now and collection later. 
1 would not care into how much hot 
water I plunged the Administration 
and to what expense l put It. If l be- 
| lleved the schools would be the gamer 
by such an action. The Administration 
refuted to listen and heed our warn¬ 
ings and 1 think It would be a good les¬ 
son to put it to the trouble and expense 
IT the school* would be any better off. 
But I have no spirit of revenge. I 
would only take such action to help 
the school* and I do not think this 
would be the result of an Immediate 
collection.*•

Board Grossly Mistreated. 

Mr. VarbU* also scored the Adminis¬ 
tration. saying delay was the best 
course of action. 

**I firmly believe that the present po¬ 
litical situation hits directed the course 
of the Muyor In refusing the payment 
of the money." began Mr. Varble. "He 
has taken advantage of legal technical¬ 
ities In evading the payment of this 
money. He has presumed upon his pre¬ 
rogative. A* a matter of prudence and 
not of justice. 1 am against an Im¬ 
mediate collection of the money. The 
board ha* been grossly mistreated In 
this matter by the city administration. 

I believe there are no legal difficulties 
In the way of the Mayor borrowing the 
money at this time. The General 
Council and the Mayor are doreUct In 
their duilr* In not making tho levy." 

Or. Wilson reiterated the sentiment* 
of Or. Bloom and Mr. Varble. Mr. Var 
bit* introduced u resolution outlining 
the instructions to the attorney*, which 
was so general that It was superseded 
by the one finally passed. Thf* was 
Dr. Wilson's resolution.

Two Local Construction Companies 
Are Among the Success¬ 
ful Bidders. 


The vote on the resolution waa unan¬ 
imous. Republicans end Democrats,In 
the board alike condemning the failure 
on the part of the city hall crowd to 
give the Hchool* the/ amount of money 
provided by law. Some of the trus¬ 
tee* feared that If the collection was 
not forced along with the levy, the 
money might be lost to the schools. Tho 
opinion of the attorneys was that the 
levy was the Important thing, and that 
the collection could come at any lime. 
Trustees Piazza, Domeck, Borgman and 
Klein thought a collection should be re¬ 
quired at once. Six of the remaining 
trustee* thought It was better policy to 
wait with the collection until the regu¬ 
lar bills were sent out. Seeing that the 
majority of opinion favored a policy of 
delay', the four trustees then voted with 
the six to adopt the resolution, which 
now stands in tho record. 

The attorneys gave it as their opin¬ 
ion that Judge Miller could authorize 
in his mandamus against the Mayor 
and the General Council that the 
amount of the special levy be placed 
on the general tax bill* to be sent out 
in January This, It is hollered, will 
get most of the $32,000 into the School 
Board's treasury after a delay of more 
than a year. It was argued that If 
collection waa enforced at once many 
of the lax bills would be for such 
small amount* that no suit* could 
be brought to Insure payment. Thl* 
being the case, it was estimated that 
all the School Board would realize on 
the levy’ would be from $4,000 to $15,- 
000. Trustee Domcck stated that If 
collection was insisted upon at once 
the Mayor, rather than go to the 
expenso of paying out $3,500 In at¬ 
tempting to collect the levy, would pay 
It now. In this all the remaining trus¬ 
tees did not agree.

Long and Bitter Fight. 


Contracts providing for the construc¬ 
tion of four sewerage systems, repre¬ 
senting a total expenditure of about 
$410,000. were awarded to construction 
firms by the Louisville Sewerage Com¬ 
mission yesterday. The James Duff 
Construction Company, of Cleveland, 
O.; the Charles F. Fitch Company and 
E. A. Barker & Son. both of Louisville, 
were the firms that carried off the 
prises. 

Two contracts were awarded to the 
Cleveland firm. They provide for tho 
construction of sections D 1 and C, or 
the ii to sewer. The total sum 

mentioned in these taro contracts is 
$250,000. Section B 2 . of the northwest¬ 
ern sewer, with a contract price of $80,- 
000 , went to the Charles F. Fitch Com¬ 
pany. and section D, of the northwest¬ 
ern wwer, with a contract price of $50,- 
000, was awarded to E. A. Barker & 
Son. 

Section D 1. according to the specifi¬ 
cations. will extend from Twen¬ 
tieth to Twen tv-eighth street on 
Grayson street; suction C will ex¬ 
tend from Amy street to Twenty- 
eighth street; section B 2 will extend 
from Amy avenue to a point Hear 
Shawnee Park, and section D will con¬ 
nect with section A, a big sewer In 
Shawnee Park. When, finished and In 
operation these system* will carry sew¬ 
age Into the Ohio River by means of 
the big western Intcrccpter and south¬ 
ern outfall sewers. 

The contracts Just awarded provide 
that work shall begin on all of the sew¬ 
ers within ten days, and that they shall 
be finished and ready for use in one

The fight of tho trustees for the 
money out of w’hich the impoverished 
educational branch of the government 
was arbitrarily short changed at last 
seems to have been ended by the vote of 
last night. The fight for tho money waa 
long and bitter. The city hall and 
courthouse Republicans placed every ob¬ 
stacle possible in the way of the School 
Board coming Into Its rights. The 
trustee* were laughed at and ridiculed 
when they attempted to protect the in¬ 
terests of the children of Louisville, a 
pledge of a prompt payment of the full 
amount provided an agreed case be 
taken before the ^mirt of Appeals was 
violated Immediately upon the Court of 
Appeals deciding In favor of the School 
Board. Tw*o conferences were held 
with Mayor Orinstead recently asking 
that the money be paid over now and 
the necessity of a special levy be avoid¬ 
ed. 

The Mayor's final answer wag m ef¬ 
fect: 

"It would be Illegal to borrow the 
money due the schools, because no ap¬ 
propriation has been made for this pur¬ 
pose. The payment of the money to the 
school* now would be nothing more n*»r 
less than a loan. The borrowing of the 
money by the Mayor might make him 
liable for tho full amount. F<*r that 
reason the money cannot be given the 
schools." 

Th»* Mayor’s position In the manor 
was ridiculed by Trustees Bloom. Wil¬ 
son. Varble snd Domeck. They asserted 
tliai the Mayor could have borrowed the 
money had he d*sired to do so and that 
no legal objection would have been in¬ 
terposed But w’hen It became definitely 
known that the Mayor intended hiding 
behind the law In the matter, tho trus¬ 
tees voted a^a unit to use the law to 
compel paymenr of rhe money. 

• • • 

Mr. Bloom's Strong Words. 


Dr. L N. Bloom assailed the attitude 
of the administration in regard to the 
money due the schools. Dr. Bloom 

stated that he was talking as a non- 
partisan trustee. He added that he was 
a Republican and Intended to support 
Its ticket in tho coming election. Fol¬ 
lowing this foreword defining his posi¬ 
tion Dr. Bloom said In substano*: 

"The School Board bn* never be,-n 
treated with due consideration In thU 
matter. All Its appeal* and n-que^t* 
for the money du«* It have been In¬ 
ured by the* city hall authorities. 
They hate made their b*d, and rough 
as It Is they should be compelled to 
lie In It, If I thought that the collec¬ 
tion of more then half of the money 
due the schools could he gained by 
forcing a collection at onez r w.uild be 
heartily In favor of IL As it is, I thiult

Shown In Salaries For First 
Month of Fiscal Year. 


EXCESS AMOUNTS TO COMFORT¬ 
ABLE SUM OF $3,000. 


MEANS HIGHER TAX RATE OR 
LET-UP OF WORK. 


GETS LITTLE FOR ITS MONEY. 


Those who believed that the *x- 
jHMiditurr of $206,000 last year to keep 
the streets moderately clean was an 
extravagunt outlay for the amount of 
work done, only saw- the beginning of 
the plans of the Grlnsteud administra¬ 
tion for getting little for money spent In 
streets. The present fiscal year of the 
city began September 1. Yesterday 
thi> saliiTle* payroll for the first month 
of the fiscal year was made public 
und It shows an Increase of $3.uoO 
in salaries alone over the same month 
•he r -» onl-breaking year ot 19 »» 9 . 
The expense account will. In all prob¬ 
ability. be proportionately Inrgn. If 
*o there wll be another increase of ap¬ 
proximately $1,000. This makes a total 
Increase of $4,000 for one month for 
street riteming. 

This Increase has come In spite of 
the fact that Louisville was keeping h 
less mileage of streets half as cl*on as 
Cleveland with the same expenditure 
Jill last year. Last yeor Louisville 
cleaned Its streets by spending pro¬ 
portionately $2 for ever> # every $1 spent 
by Chicago, the condition of whose 
streets compare very favorably with 
those of Louisville. It was thought 
that the expenditures for suppressing 
dirt In Louisville had reached their 
maximum last year when the $206.»00 
mark was hit. Bui the month of Sep¬ 
tember has already shown that the 
Grinstcnd administration finds it neces¬ 
sary to Increase the street-cleaning 
budget $34,000 at the rate It Is now- 
going to get the same results It got 
last year. 

♦ • • 

Means Higher Tax Rate. 

This Increase means but one thing to 
tax experts Either a letting up of all 
kinds of street cleaning work after the 
election or a certain increase In ihe tax 
rate for next year. The street clean¬ 
ing department Is only one or all the 
city hall departments running ahead of 
the expenditures of lost year which ex¬ 
ceeded by thousands of dollars those of 
any former administrations. At the 
rate money is now l»elng spent it will 
take several years for the city again 
to get on Its feet In a financial way, 

. unless the taxpayers arc gouged by i 
higher levy. L.^st year Louisville got 
the same amount of street cleaning for 
, an.outlay of $2 as Chicago hacl for $1. 
This year for some reason the admin¬ 
istration la evidently trying* to rr^kv 
Ita startling expenditures of last year 
look insignificant by an Increase «if 
$4,000 in one department.

For Sep¬ 
tember, just past, salaries amounted to 
$ IS. 104.63. There was no Increase In 
the cost of wages#. It la true that more 
ncgToes were employed to "loaf’' on the 
Job In order that the Republican party 
might allow' the taxpayers to boar the 
burden of their colored campaign ex-| 
pemtes.
